This month could become 
one for the history books in 
Niagara. 

According to Environment 
Canada, the average tempera¬ 
ture in the region this February 
is -12.5C. If the trend continues 
for the rest of the month, 
Niagara will break its coldest 
average February on record, 
which was -12.3C, set in 
Welland in 1885. 

“We’re talking historic cold,” 
said Geoff Coulson, a warning 
preparedness meteorologist 
with Environment Canada. And 
it’s not just Niagara. 

"Toronto, Hamilton, London, 
Sarnia, Windsor, if they’re not 
rivalling (their February 
records), they're very likely 
breaking it.” 

Niagara was under an extreme 
cold warning earlier this week. 

On Monday afternoon, the 
temperature in Niagara Falls 
was -16C, but with the wind 
chill, it felt more like -30C. The 
normal temperature for this 
time in February is a high of 
2C.

So, based on information pro¬ 
vided by the governments of all 
countries involved, veterans are 
now receiving recognition for their 
part in the liberation of France. 

If there are veterans who are 
missed, she said, she apologizes - 
they are doing what they can to 
ensure that doesn’t happen, but 
are limited by the information they 
receive.

EH visits and the adverse effects of drugs 

For those of us 65 years of 
age and counting, emergen¬ 
cy room visits prompted by 
the adverse effects of drugs 
are an all too common expe¬ 
rience. One-third of those 
visits led to hospitalizations 
lasting 24 to 48 hours. These 
threatening experiences 
happen for two convergent 
reasons. 

First, older folks find 
themselves on a lot of drugs. 

How many? For over 65’ers, 

40% take anywhere from five 
to nine medications and 
20%, 10 or more. By drugs I 
mean not only those drugs 
prescribed by our doctors or 
nurse practitioners, but 

tions and 'alternative' drugs 
or ‘natural’ products many 
of us take, though we may 
not fess up to them when 
queried by our physician. 

Second, as a demograph¬ 
ic group, many of us over 65 
suffer from two or more 
complex medical problems, 
including diabetes, chronic 
obstructive pulmonary dis¬ 
ease (COPD), heart disease, 
and perhaps most frighten¬ 
ing of all, the prospect of 
diminishing memory. 

It's a perfect storm creat¬ 
ed by bodily systems less 
able to metabolize the drugs, 
brains less capable of buffer¬ 
ing the effects of those drugs, 
our increasingly challenged 
cognitive powers and last, 
the complex - often poorly 
understood - adverse inter¬ 
actions between all those

It turns out that two- 
thirds of those ER visits are 
related to three families of 
drugs: those which affect the 
blood sugar level (think 
insulin and oral hypoglyce¬ 
mic agents), those which 
affect blood clotting (think 
Coumadin, ASA and the 
antiplatelet drugs) and a 
host of medications which 
directly or indirectly affect 
our brains including sleep¬ 
ing pills, anti-anxiety meds 
and of course pain medica¬ 
tions. Because some drugs 
can interfere with the 
absorption and metabolism 


scribed doses may actually 
be toxic. 

Getting back to those 
age-related changes in the 
brain, sometimes with the 
loss of neurons and the asso¬ 
ciated weakening of the con¬ 
nections between those 

respond in an idiosyncratic, 
contradictory and unexpect¬ 


ed manner to drugs. 

So one of the golden rules 
for prescribing drugs for 
older folk is to begin with as 
small a dose as possible and 
bump the dose up slowly. 
And, if you can avoid it, 
never change two drugs at 
the same time. 

Doses which are well tol¬ 
erated in younger adults 
may put elderly people into 
a tizzy and the cause might 
not be recognized unless 
health care workers and 
family members are aware 
of what changed. 

Remember doses of med¬ 
ications, which are readily 
coped with by younger 
brains, may be too high and 
produce perverse responses 
in the elderly. 

And if all this were not 
enough, mild cognitive and 
memory problems make 
taking drugs properly at 
home a problematic affair, 
prompting the risk of unin¬ 
tended overdosing or failure 
to take drugs at all. 

So is it all that surprising 
for older diabetics to be 
especially at risk for hyperg¬ 
lycemia (too high a blood 
sugar) or hypoglycemia (too 
low a blood sugar) and the 
all-to-common accompany¬ 
ing confusion and even 
coma that may accompany 

Recently a new program 
was launched in the Niagara 
Region to focus on the haz¬ 
ards and risks of taking too 
many drugs in we over 65’ers, 
led by McMaster’s new chair 


of Family Medicine, Dr. 
Derelie (Dee) Mangin. 

I'll keep you posted, but 
McMaster’s study team will 
soon be looking for volun¬ 
teers. I for one intend to join 
up. You should too if you’re 
over 65 and taking more 
than three medications. 

But most important, 
know what you're on, how 
much you're taking, why and 
what the possible side effects 
are and ask your physician 
and pharmacist about 
potential pitfalls and ways to 
avoid them when you take 
your drugs. And always ask 
as your list of drugs grows, 
do I really need all these 
drugs and can we prune 
some of them from the list? 

And last, put that list of 
drugs you receive from your 
pharmacist provides you 
with, every time you pick up 
your prescription, and put it 
in your purse or wallet where 
someone can find it. 

Dr. Bill Brown was head 
of neurology at Tufts 
University and the New 
England Medical Centre in 
Boston, MA.

Niagara, said February has 
been “incredibly busy for 

He said CAA Niagara 
has responded to close to 
11,000 calls for service 
from Feb. 1 to Feb. 23, a 
32% increase from 
February 2014. 

Mauro said the roadside 
assistance group respond¬ 
ed to an “all-time high" of 
855 calls on Family Day. 
He said there were 850 
calls the next day and 
another 850 on Feb. 20. 
On a typical February day, 
CAA Niagara responds to 
about 250. 

“It's definitely the cold,” 
said Mauro. "Boosting 
batteries, batteries being 
dead or frozen.” 

Because of the extreme 
cold weather, CAA Niagara 
has sold more than 500 


batteries this month, 
which is double what it 
sold last February. 

As for advice for motor¬ 
ists in the winter, Mauro 
said people should use 
their block heaters, not let 
their vehicles sit idle for 
too long and to test their 
batteries if they’re four 
years old or older. 

Meanwhile, 
Environment Canada 
models indicate the cold 
will taper off this week¬ 
end, with temperatures 
forecast to be -5C on 
Saturday and -1 on 
Sunday. 

But before Niagara resi¬ 
dents can start thinking 
about spring, Coulson 
said the region is expected 
to feel another cold front 
next week. 

There doesn't appear to 
be a lot of relief in sight, 
either, he said, adding 
March and the first part of 
April are forecast to be 
colder than normal.

The Ministry of Education has com¬ 
mitted $980,000 to build two new class¬ 
rooms at Crossroads Public School in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

When the senior staff of the District 
School Board of Niagara recommended 
the school closure last April, they called 

from Parliament Oak Public School, 
which is set to close at the end of the 
school year. 

But the Ministry of Education has 
approved and funded only two class¬ 
rooms, citing a projected decline in 
enrolment at Crossroads - the 2015 
enrolment, including Parliament Oak 
students, is expected to be approxi¬ 
mately 540 students, but is projected to 
decline to 470 students by 2023. 

During last year’s accommodation 
review of Crossroads and Parliament 
Oak, the capacity of the Virgil public 
school, which opened in 2011, was a 
topic of debate. When it was being built 
its capacity was pegged at 450 students 
but considered flexible, as there was 
space not designated for classrooms 
that could be used as such. The Ministry 
of Education put the capacity at 530 
students. 

“Be assured, building a two-class- 
room addition will provide ample space 
for all students without the need for 
portables. Included in the design will be 
additional lockers and other enhance¬ 
ments,” said Crossroads principal Troy 
Wallace in a letter that went home to 


parents. 

The closure of Parliament Oak School 
is being contested in court by a com¬ 
munity group that disagrees with pro¬ 
jected enrolment figures provided by 
the board. The court case is expected to 
be heard in March. 

Phil Leboudec, a Crossroads parent, 
said he isn’t surprised to hear about the 
reduction of new space. He has been 
disillusioned with the accommodation 
review process from its earliest stages, 
he said, and the board decision which 
he believes indicates “they are not pay¬ 
ing attention to what is going on” when 
they project dedining enrolment, con¬ 
trary to what the town planner provided 
to the accommodation review commit- 

Tom Elltoft, co-chair of CABE 
(Citizens for Accountable and 
Responsible Education), the group 
fighting for Parliament Oak, also said he 
is not surprised by the announcement. 

“We believe passionately that 
Parliament Oak needs to remain open 
to accommodate all the growth under 
development and planned for Virgil 
and Old Town. By reducing the size of 
the addition the capacity of the new 
Crossroads will barely be above the 
combined populations of the two 
schools today, leaving effectively no 
room for growth, which we believe is 
forthcoming and likely.” 

If the DSBN's projections of a decline 
in the Crossroads population of more 
than 20% by 2023 turn out to be incor¬ 
rect, as CARE has always contended, 
Crossroads could be overcrowded in no 
time, said Elltoft, quite possibly leaving 
children in por-

B&B owner 
wants to rent 
out fourth room

A bed and breakfast 
establishment in the heri¬ 
tage district of Niagara- 
on-the-Lake has received 
preliminary approval to 
become a country inn, 
despite concerns from 
some town councillors 
and the Niagara-on-the- 


Lake Conservancy. 

Planning staff recom¬ 
mended approval Monday 
for the owner of the five- 
bedroom heritage house 
at 28 Prideaux St. to pro¬ 
vide an extra guest bed¬ 
room, bringing the total 
to four. The house was 
recently renovated and 
opened as a three-bed- 
room B &B last fall. 

At a public meeting for 
a zoning bylaw amend¬ 
ment Monday, 

Conservancy president 
Gracia Janes told council¬ 
lors her organization is 
opposed to the change. 


“Over the last several 
years, the Conservancy 
has spoken against such 
conversions in residential 
neighbourhoods in the 
Old Town,” she said, 
“where lot sizes and 
intensity of use could well 
intrude on the quiet 
ambiance of a neighbor- 

janes said the 
Conservancy is particu¬ 
larly concerned when the 
lot size is smaller than the 
requirements in the 
Official Plan. She said 
Ontario Municipal Board 
decisions on similar zon¬ 


ing applications have 
resulted in "a much weak¬ 
er policy that allows 
council and planning staff 
to judge applications on a 
case by case basis... with 
the least regard to what 
used to be the most 
important factor - the lot 

The Prideaux St. prop¬ 
erty is one-third of an 
acre. Janes urged council¬ 
lors to only consider 
applications for country 
inns in the heritage dis¬ 
trict where the lot size is 
at least two-thirds of an 


“If you keep saying yes 
to one-third of an acre... 
it’s not going to stop,” said 

“You’re going to keep 
getting these applica- 

Staff reported the lot 
size is sufficient to com¬ 
fortably accommodate 
the number of parking 
spaces needed and an 
amenity area for guests. 
The report also stated that 
the use is compatible with 
the surrounding area and 
contributes to the preser¬ 
vation of the heritage 
character of the house. 


Coun. Terry Flynn, who 
voted against the zoning 
change, noted that some 
of the neighbours did not 
support the conversion to 
a country inn. 

Coun. Martin Mazza 
asked planning staff to 
provide council with a list 
of similar country inn 
applications that went to 
the OMB over the past 
few years where town staff 
had endorsed them. 

The community and 
development advisory 
committee’s decision will 
go to council for final 
approval next week.

Dr. Robin Williams, a former 
Niagara Falls pediatrician and 
Niagara Region's former top doc, 
was named a recipient of the 
Order of Canada by Governor 
General David Johnston “for her 
contributions as a public health 
leader promoting effective poli¬ 
cies in early childhood develop- 

Williams said she is humbled, 
but also delighted to be honoured 
for her work for a cause about 
which she is still passionate. 

“It's always been my main inter¬ 
est, finding out what are the 
things that make kids and fami¬ 
lies happier and healthier," said 
Williams, who is currently serv¬ 
ing as the Associate Chief Medical 
Officer of Health for the province 
of Ontario. 

“What will set them on a trajec¬ 
tory for health and wellbeing for 
the rest of their lives.” 

In her role as medical officer of 
health for Niagara Region, 
Williams said she was pleased to 
be able to be a part of the team 
that improved children’s health 
and health care and improved 
supports for parents. 

As a member of a provincial 
government panel in the 1990s 
she helped bring about the cre¬ 


ation of Early Years Centres across 
Ontario and improved benefits 
for longer parental leave for new 
parents. 

"But there is still lots more to 
figure out and still lots more to be 
done,” said Williams, a mother of 
three and grandmother of eight, 
who still makes her home in 
Niagara. 

Based on a recent Unicef report, 
Canadian children are “stuck in 
the middle" in comparison to 29 
industrialized countries for things 
such as education, housing, 
material well-being and health 
and safety, she said. 

Of particular concern is 
Canada’s ranking 24 out of 29 for 
children’s own views of their life 
satisfaction, 27th for obesity and 
21st for bullying, she said. 

“This is an internationally 
respected measurement and is 
this good enough?" she asked. 

“No it is not. We are not making 
progress on some of the stuff we 
should be making progress on." 

Williams said she will continue 
to use her role in the Canadian 
Pediatric Society to call attention 
to the struggles she sees young 
families facing.
